Ho is but a poor physician who, wl 
pointing out the diagnostic of a diaoaso, is in- 
ciipablo ol applying a remedy, and ho is an 
ecjuully Uficlesg reformer who ntopa short in 
his career nt exposing Iho weakness or tbe 
oorroption of a Government.

II we raze out 
present ostraviigaiit poliiical systeni to tho 
ground wo must al least try and replace it 
with a better. Having sbowo, wo tbink, not 
only the utter inutility of our]cambron3 form 
of OoTernment, but the rninoua character ol 
its demands, wo shall proceed to draw uui 
what wo conooivo to bo a system more euitoti 
to our condition. In doiii^ bo wo shall tako 
Vnnoouvor Island and British Culumbin so 
parately as well as unitedly, not so much iu 
the present ioslanoo to prove conclusively ihc 
odvaotages of union, as to show how their 
rospeotive extravagant Governments might 
bo carried on «ithsomo do^ree of ccouniny 
consistent with iiii LlT.eieiit piiblii servi :e. 

A lew weeks ago wo pointed out tho noo 
cessity of adopting, throughout both colonies, 
the municipal system ol government. We 
maintuined that wherever a oommanity reaob- 
ed a certain number of a population it should 
come within the lolds of municipal rule. A t 
the very outslart wo should save by this fjs- 
tem, in both colonies, all the , heavy expenses 
nltcnding stipundiary maaislratos, and fully 
one half the outlay entailed in tho manage- 
ment of the polioe. This, however, would be 
but B small ftaotloo of tbo benefit. What are 
row neglected and helpless districts, Jeft dur 
ing the wet portions of the year in a kind of 
roadless isolation, would, through tho vigor 
ongendcied by self-g3vernnienl, speedily be- 
come thriving communities, and lose their 
insularity in llio connecting links of compagi- 
nation. Instoad ot usoleea Road Commis- 
sioDors, with a still more useless land office 
we should have in every ogrieultnral district 
a Road Board, elected by the farmers. This 
Board would have the power to assess the 
property in its district for tho repair and cou- 
Btruoliou of public roads, and would, in addi- 
tion to its own local revenue, receive yearly 
' grants from the general Government. Instead 
of the ponderous office of Surveyor General, 
wo might havo a practical surveyor to mi 
tain a general suporintondenoe ol the roads of 
the colony, and givQ the public every inlor- 
mation with regard to the public land.s. FliTe 
WO should havo at once a heavy weight of re- 
sponsibility removed from the shoulders 
of the general Oovernment, and a muob more 
efficient management Of public works ; 
for it lii very evident if the road-making is 
left to those who are most interested in the 
process— the agricultural eettlera— wo shall 
havo the moans ol ooiiimuiiicalion with thu 
interior constructed aud kopt in the vury 
best possible state— and this at a figure very 
mnch lowei than ooald by any possibility be 
performed by the Executive. With Victoria, 
Nanoimo, and Ksqiiimalt under cheap munici- 
pal institutions suilod to their respective con- 
ditions, almost tho whole work of government 
would bo taken out of tho prosoiit oxpenaive 
bands ; so much so, indeed, that if wo re- 
mained separate, the Admiral or chief naval 
officer of the station, could, with little addi- 
tion to his present doties, represent Her M a« 
jesty and administer the Government. In- 
stead of tho pompous ofTioe of Colonial Secre- 
tary with its BtafT of clerks, the rcr|uireiin nt'^ 
of tho public servico would be um])ly sup- 
plied by an iiitulliy'^nl clerk to the officer lul- 
ministering the (Jovcrnmenl- Instead of 'iio 
high-sounding Attorney (ianoral we might 
have a smart lawyer who would nnito with 
bis office of Law Ailvirtcr that .if Hegistrur ot 
Deeds.

Many have 
boon ititrodiieed to the l.iout. (iuneral, ami 
many have iiilriidnced Iheiiisulvea. II is uni- 
form coutleay to all la the lliemo of rotuark. 
His departure from Quobeo was marked by 
the same enlhuaiasm whio\i greeted him on 
his arri\ al. 

.\iroiig tlioso who culled upon him was 
Sir lames Hope, Admiral, comiuundiiig liar 
.NLijesty's navy in America. He drova up to 
the hotel thia afternoon, with three of the 
ufiicuis of his heat. In lull dress. A second 
carriage contained his valet and boxes. The 
contrast betwaan the two men ia very great. 
Tho AUmiral ia taller than Gen. Grant, and 
older by fifteen or Iweiily yoara, with inoi,- 
gruy hair, white whiskers trimly brushed, a 
gray eye, llorid face, quick and vigort.ii.i in 
liis acinins, and a good-ne.'ured count, ■imiu'e. 
Gen. Grant is so well known that 1 iiuod not 
give a description of his personal appuaranra. 

Sir Jninaa found a plain man in plain 
clothes. Tho Admiral and his ollicora were 
gor>;aous in gold laae, hiiglit buttons, orim- 
5011 sa=hes, otmpeaus, nodding plumes, npau. 
lota unil ftars. Alter Iho call, tho Admiral 
sat dawn with Can. Grant and enjoyed a 
gar. He gave free axpreasion to his uilmi^ 
ration of Gen. Grant. He said ho was sur- 
prised to sea a man so nnoslanlatioua. ''llu 
is not at all like our ofliocra," ha said Tho 
Admiral laid aside his coat, chapeun and 
plumes, aod appeared in naval undroaa of 
while pants, blue coat aod plain cap. 

As staled 'n a previoas letter, fnm hero 
not to speak of Gen. Granl's movements, but 
simply to beat what the psopio will say of 
him.

On the sola opposite to mo ia a young snob 
dressed in a abort grey roundabout. Ho is 
quizzing Ihe General through bia eye-glasa. 

"Aw, I dno'l see anything remarkable 
about bim," be says to a fallow of the same 
bread who sits besido him. 

If thu subject ol Iheir remarks was exceed- 
ingly dignified and wore full iniliUiry dress, 
with epaulol.=, fjold l ice and gilt buttons — If 
ho looked haughtily upon everybody present
